There were 30 abstentions. 

The reichstag also gave approval at 
its second reading to the recently 
signed American liquidation agreement 
under which Germany reparations to 
the United States will be paid. 

The liquidation agreement was con- 
cluded December 28. Under it Ger- 
many will pay the annuities allocat- 
ed to the United States by the expert 
plan of June 7, .1929, directly to the 
United States government instead of 
to the bank for international settle- 
ments. 

Two types of American claims will 
be satisfied out of the German pay- 
ments—first, those awarded by the 
German-American mixed claims com- 
mission; second, the American claims 


‘for the costs of the American army 


of occupation in arrears, 

The execution of the agreement is 
contingent on the coming into effect 
of the Young lan. 

The agreement contains a clause 
whereby ‘the United States govern- 
ment declares that it regards good 
will as sufficient guarantee for ful- 
fillment by Germany of the obliga- 
tions assumed. In German political 
circles this was interpreted as indi- 
cating the desire of the United States 
to disassociate itself from a policy of 
sanctions.

Before going into state service, Dr. 
Luther for several years was chief 
mayor of Essen. He was educated at 
the universities at Geneva and Kiel 
and at the age of 28 became a city | 
councillor at Madgeburg, being even- | 
tually appointed chief burgomaster of 
Essen in July, 1918. 

He became minister of food and ag- 
riculture in the Cuno cabinet in 1922. 
The next year he was appointed fi- 
nance minister and in 1924 formed 
his first cabinet. “ This . government 
lasted to 1925 when it was defeated. 
The next yedt he formed his second 
cabinet but this lasted only five 
months,

“The southern states have a won- 
derful heritage in the folk songs 
heard here,” Mr. Crane said tonight, 
after students at the girls’ school had 
sung old-fashioned songs during sup- 
per. “A song that is sung by the 
people is a lovely thing with a fresh- 
ness never achieved by a new song.” 
Mr. Crane, who is an authority on 
folk songs, having helped compile 
some 2,000 while in Russia, is also 
one of the founders and leaders of 
the American college in Turkey. 

A world of nations, befuddled and 
confused, was presented in the talk of 
Mr. Crane. He said the World War 
definitely ended one stage of civiliza- 
tion and that the countries and peo- 
ples of the world were plowing ahead 
through uncharted seas into a new 
course. 

Russia, Mr. Crane told the students, 
is today finding that it has merely 
substituted one czar for another. The 
“red ezar,” he said, is the title given 
the dictators who live in the same 
kremlin the Romanoffs once inhabited. 

The cheka, or secret police, are 
worse under the soviet than in the 
days of imperial rule, he asserted.

Sver since Johnny “Dingbat” 
Oberta, a distinctly second-rate beer 
runner and ward politician, was taken 
for a ride which ended in death last 
week, the powers that survived in his 
“back ’o the yards” bailiwick planned 
to “do him right.” 

The big shots and the little shots, 
the beer runners, the labor racketeers, 
and the shady politicians, friend and 
enemy alike, dug deep in their pockets 
to provide Dirgbat a funeral in keep- 
ing with gangster tradition. 

Thus when his tuxedo-clad body 
was started to a cemetery, a cortege 
which for utter opulence rivalled that 
of an East Indian potentate, wended 
through the stock yards district. 

The body, with bullet holes dis- 
guised by an expert embalmer, was 
in a $15,000 satin lined silver-bronze 
casket, banked high with flowers. Im- 
mediately behind the stately hearse 
were four carloads of spring blossoms. 
In the scores of mutomobiles which 
followed rode in cushioned ease the 
big and small of QOberta’s thirteenth 
ward. 

At the head of the cortege were 
motorcycle policemen and officers in 
yellow touring cars. About the house 
stood 15,000 people, some friends of

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OF VICTIMS, BURNS ON 


Conflagration Continues Un- 
abated in Empty 
Shafts. 


STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, March 11. 
(P)—Cheated of all but two victims 
among the 89 men_ trapped in the 
smoke-filled tunnels, flames 
stubbornly away today in the depths 
of the Wolf Run mine of the Warner 
colleries near Amsterdam, 25 miles 
from here. 

Sparks from the electrie trolley pole 
of a train started a conflagration 
which for hours threatened a major 
mince disaster, but heroic rescue 
squads, picking their way . through 
tongues of ‘lames springing from tim- 
bers and coal, brought every man but 
two safely to the surface. 


Paul Borkowski, 65, died soon after 
he was brought out. He _ suffered 
from asthma and could not survive 
the chokirg coal fumes he had breath- 
ed. The body of Jack Pewoski, 37, 
was found beside a door of one of the 
mine rooms. 

Another miner, George Allman, was 
severely burned on the fect, legs and 
hips while dashing across a barrier 
of fire. Two rescuers, S.dney Wales 
and Arnold Horton, inspectors of the 
mine, collapsed from exhaustion after’ 
tramping for miles to search for work- 


men. 

The 87 others cut off by the blaze 
were Lrought out unharmed, although 
70 of them owed their lives to the 
desperat@® work of the Steubenville 
fire department und. mine rescue 
squads. About a dozen of them were 
unconscious from the intense heat 
and smoke when carried to: the sur- 


face, but most of then. were able to} 


walk to their nearby homes after they 
had been revived. Company officials 
announced at midnight that every 
man had been accounted for. 

The fire broke out about 4,000 feet 
back from the main entrance shaft 
yesterday afternoon and_ telephone 
communication to the mines was de- 
stroved. 

The Steubenville fire department 
made a 25-mile run and began pump- 
ing water just- in time to save the; 
weakened timbers from allowing ait | 
and shale to slide in and block the 
trapped men. About 70 men were 
threatened, the rest having been able 
to escape or were brought out before 
the flames could cut them off. 

For a time it seemed that the fire 
would be the victor, but five hours 
later it was checked sufficiently that 
rescuers, wearing gas masks, crept 
through and brought out 70 men, ex- 
hausted and gaspin,; for air. It was 
believed the trapped men lived bécause 
fresh air had constantly been pumped 
through an overcast chute. 

The rescue was made barely in time, 
for less than threehours later the 
flames again gained headway and Fire | 
Chief Edward Green of Steubenville 
said he feared it would be impossible 
to save the mine from degtruction. 
Shifts of firemen were kept at their 
posts all night.

THE SANFORD SUCCESSOR. 


The vacancy left upon the bench 
of the supreme court of the United 
States affords President Hoover an 
opportunity to show his equitable 
mind toward the south. Justice 
Sanford was of the south and his 
deplorable death leaves among the 
justices only one vicariously ac- 
credited to the south, namely, Mr. 
Justice McReynolds. He is noted 
as from Tennessee, although Presi- 
dent Wilson actually picked him 
from New York city, where he was 
practicing law. 


To be frankly correct about the 
matter, there is now no member of 
the court from the south. 


It is, of course, allowable for all 
the nine members of the court to 
be appointed from a single state— 
New York, for instance—if none of 
the other 47 states do not happen 
to have in any of them a lawyer 
or jurist with qualifications to sit 
in the court that intrigue presi- 
dents or impress senates. However, 
no one imagines such a situation 
but the fact has been that the cour 
has at times been constituted with- 
out a single representative of the 
southern states upon its bench. 

As yet President Hoover has 
shown great restraint in awarding 
major appointments to southern 
men and it may reasonably happen 
that he will not see any man in 
this wide section fit, in his judg- 
ment, to succeed to the Sanford 
vacancy. In any event there will 
be very acute curiosity in all sec- 
tions to learn what manner of man, 
and from what atmosphere, he will 

appoint to fill out the court. 


CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


In late years there have been sev- 
eral instances of judges summarily 
awarding fines and prison sentences 
upon persons who dared to criticise 
their judicial actions. Flagrant cases 
of the kind have occurred in In- 
diana, Ohio and other states. These 
proceedings against freedom of 
Speech and freedom of the press 
have been had under the assumed 
power to punish “contempt of 
court.” 

A bill by Senator Vandenburg, of 
Michigan, himself a newspaper pub- 
lisher, is now pending in the senate, 
the purpose of which is to limit the 
power of federal judges to award 
Such penalties in cases where they 
are the parties claiming to have 
been offended by the alleged act of 
contempt. The proposed remedy is 
to require the trial of the contempt 
to be had before another judge not 
personally interested in the trans- 
action. 


Not only the press, but every 
citizen should be jealous of the 


Sovereign right to call into review | 


and. question the official acts of 
public agents. The inviolability of 
that right has been asserted from 
the foundation of our American in- 
dependence. So contidently was that 


right held that Alexander Hamilton, | 
chief ex- | 


one of the makers and 
pounders of our constitution, held 
it unmecessary to safeguard it in 
the document. He wrote in “The 
Federalist’ — 


“Por why declare that t! 
not be done which there is 
to do’ Why, for instance, should ir 
be said that the liberty of the pregs 
shall not be restrained, when vo power 
is-given by which restrictions may 
be -mposed Y”

But Jefferson, Madison and other 
of the fathers felt, and several of 
the state ratifying conventions 
agreed with them, that in a bill of 
rights attached to the constitution 
there should be a guaranty of free- 
dom of speech, of the press and of 
religion; hence the first amend- 
ment of the constitution was sub- 
mitted and ratified. 

The question logically arises: If 
the congress is prohibited, as it is, 
‘to make any law “abridging the 
freedom of speech, or of the press,” 
why should any fudge of an inferior 
court created by congress have the

tration of government ... whereby 
oppressive officials are shamed or 
intimidated into more honorable or 
just modes of conducting affairs.” 

Theeodore Roosevelt, writing to 
Senator Poindexter in 1918, said: 
“Il believe that the first article (of 
amendment) of the constitution 
guarantees the right of the people 
to criticise truthfully the conduct 
of their public servants and that 
this right cannot be takén away by 
law.”’ y 

A volume of like opinions from 
the eminent men of the nation from 
its foundafion down to now could 
be compiled. Courts, of course, 
Should have immunity from open 
and gross insults; they should have 
power to enforce their orderly pro- 
ceedings. from irregular interrup- 
tions, obstruction and violence; but 
ino judge should be permitted in 
any case to be prosecutor, jury, 
judge and executive in a case where 
his feelings and passions initiate the 
proceeding, and where the accused 
may be heavily fined and deprived 
of liberty for exercising an indefea- 
sible right. 

The Vandenburg bill seems to be 
a timely and conservative measure 
and should command the support 
in the congress of all those who 
are jealous of constitutional rights 
and natural justice. 


A PERTINENT QUESTION. 


An esteemed reader writes in to 
commend our editorial recommend- 
ing cotton and cattle as the safe de- 
pendences of Georgia farmers, but 
adds that ‘‘what these poor devils 
want you to do is to tell them how 
to get the cattle?” 

The question is very pertinent 
and not so easily answered as 
asked. But it is being answered 
in several sections of the state by 
the growing willingness of local 
bankers to aid in financing the pur- 
chase of pure-bred cattle for breed- 
ing, beef and dairy purposes. 

Very sensibly, however, careful 
lenders of farm credit demand that 
the farmer who asks for it shall be 
a real farmer, and not a fumbler 
always hopping under the harrow of 
‘debt. It is becoming easier every 
year now for\farmers with brains 
and industry to secure helpful 
credit to diversify out of all cot- 
ton and to build up money-making 
herds on their farms. Money is al- 
ways ready to work with a man 
who works and wins.

Four National 
Hymns. 


The Austrian republic at the pres- 
ent moment has four national an- 
thems: (1) The old, very popular 
hymn by Haydn to the words of Seidi, 
beginning “Gott erhalte.” ~ It was 
sung in pre-war Austria, and is now 
used by the monarchists. (2) The 
same melody by Haydn to the words 
of Ottokar Kernstock, beginning with: 
“Sei gesegnet ohne Ende.” (Blessings 
without end). A short time ago this 
was adopted as the official national 
anthem, but it was opposed by the so- 
cial democrats as the “Hapsburg 
Hymn.” (3) The same melody by 
Haydn to the words of the German 
Hoffman yon Fallersleben, “Déutsch- 
land, Deutschland ueber alles.” It is 
sung by the German nationalists and 
the social democrats in approval of 
the “Anschluss” idea, and has been 
permitted by the education minister 
for “official occasions.” (4) The 
hymn of the “Berglaender Bund,” 
composed by Wilhelm Kienzl, to the 
words of the ex-Chancellor Dr. Ren- 
ner. It was introduced several years 
ago by the social democrats, but it 
never became popular, owing to its 
rather complicated music. It has now 
been replaced officially by the old 
Haydn hymn to the words “Sei geseg- 
net ohne Ende.” The education min- 
ister has prohibited the .““Berglaender 
Bund” in schools, but the social dem- 
ocrats say this is illegal,

AND HOW’S YOUR SECOND 
STOMACH TODAY? 


Viewing movies of the effects of va- 

rious medicines on digestion 1] was 
struck with the fact that every guy 
has two stomachs, though he may not 
be aware of it, especially if he has 
two chins. They are, to-wit, the 
upper, larger and more familiar bread 
basket, and the lower, small and 
Stranger 12-finger section of fhe ali- 
mentary tube known to doctors and 
particularly ‘surgeons as the duoden- 
um. Here in the lower stomach the 
more essential part of digestion goes 
on. A man may get along fairly well 
without any stomach at all, if his 
food is properly prepared: but one 
just can’t do without a duodenum. 
Into the duodenum the bile empties 
and through the same orifice the pan- 
creatic fluid from the abdominal 
“sweetbread” reaches the duodenum. 
Che pancreatic fluid digests fats, pro- 
‘teins and carbohydrates. The bile— 
well, that is still somewhat obscure, 
though of course we know that every- 
hody has to have bile in his duo- 
denum, oh, yes, indeed.

Two sides of the rotunda were all 
but hidden behind the mass of blooms 
of every color, wrought into every 
shape, that were ranked around, They 
bore cards on which were the names 
of great men all over the world, of 
kings and princes and presidents.

“Onward Christian Soldiers.” 

As the casket was carried out again 
into a world now shot with cold rain 
and tormented by gusty breezes that 
drove the drops like shrapnel before 
them, a great army band below broke 
the silenc2. Deep and strong came the 
tones of “Onward Christian Soldiers” 
lifted amid echoes of the quadruple 
trumpet flourish to the former rank 
of the dead which marked the coming 
of his casket.

It 
will reach the high tide—far out- 
distancing any previous record! 

This is the prophecy of Captain E. 
V. Rickenbacker, the American ace, 
now vice president of the Fokker Air- 
craft Corporation. 


Captain Rickenbacker believes that 
the aireraft companies made a mis- 
take in thinking that the time-saving 
element which so appeals to big busi- 
ness executives could be made the 
basis for the charges sufficient to war- 
rant a large business. But diréctors 
of business enterprises hesitated to 
become air-minded. Many refused to 
sanction air-travel, by their officers. 
Because of this, airplane companies 
have turned from high rates and the 
high rate customers to low rates and 
the more lowly customers. 


The new slogan “Tell It to Sweeney, 
the Astorbilts Know” is the basis of 
a new and growing business, accord- 
ing to Captain Rickenbacker. 

The Fokker company is speeding up 
production of ‘ts 32-place planes with 
all the resources at their command. 
The demand for these planes is expect- 
ed to be followed by a demand for the 
smaller planes, for feeder lines. 

“Criss-crossing from Cleveland to 
Los Angeles und from Spokane and 
Winnipeg to Sax Francisco and El 
Paso today, finds planes crowded. 
Commercial travelers, women tourists 
—just the average sort of folk you 
meet in everyday Pullman cars,” says 
the war ace.

Paramount's chain is operated by its 
own subsidiary company—Publix 
Pictures—while Fox’s movie houses 
work under the Fox Theaters corpora- 
tion. . 

Toew's, in which Fox has. a 41 per 
cent stock interest, is strong in New 
York city, while United Artists and 
Radio-Keith each have a number of 
theaters throughout the country. 

Universal, which specialized on 
country theaters and at one time op- 
erated several hundred, has been re- 
ducing its number in the last few 
years,

Mrs. Taft with members 
of the family passed within, then 
President and Mrs. Hoover, and a few 
nearer, dearer friends of the dead. 
For the others of the mourning party, 
for admirals and generals, for sena- 
tors and representatives, it remained 
to stand clustered outside bareheaded 
as the simple burial service was com- 
pleted . within. 

No wom of what was said inside 
reached the ears of thdése about the 
outer ring of troops. Rifles of the 
men in lines about the great square 
were at parade rest now, the presi- 
dent salute having been rendered as 
the casket was carried up the hill. 
In that interval, too, the band played 
softly amid the trees the final hymn 
of the funeral servicejof William 
Howard Taft, “Abide With Me.” 

Then came a signal of hand. The 
troops snapped to attention. 

“Ready! Aim! Fire!” called a 
crisp military voice, and the 16 rifles 
spoke as one in cracking volley amid 
the trees, 

“Fire,” came the order again, and 
a rifle blast; again “fire” and the 
third and Jast crashing note of the 
soldier's last salute was given. 

Sun Breaks Clouds, 

Standing now within the tent shel- 
ter, at the head of the grave, the 
bugler raised his instrunient to his 
lips. Soft and clear the notes of 
“taps” rose in the air, and almost at 
that instant the clouds just over the 
trees at the hilltop above drew aside 
and for the first time in all the day, 
the sunlight came beaming down. 

Full upon the tent above the grave 
it played, to light all within to soft, 
filtered glow, full it fell upon the 


rigid sabres flashing back the glow 
and horses nodding and pawWing at the 
seft turf. 

As the little group about the grave 
turned away to waiting cars and 
everyday affairs again, they could look 
back up the hill to the tree-framed 
nook, bathed in such splendor of wan- 
ing sunshine as must have softened 
that moment of parting. 

And behind them, eternally at rest 
from his labors, William Howard 
Taft, of Ohio, remained, alone, save 
for a soldier guard for a little time; 
but unforgotten by countrymen he had 
served long and well.

sofar as he is concerned, the commit- 
tee will confine its activities towards 
educating the people of the needs of 
the system and its present operation. 

E. R. Sweat, commissioner from the 
tenth ward, attacked the proposal to 
cut teachers’ salaries, declaring that 
there is much overhead and many de- 
partmental additions which could be 
eliminated at the saving of many thou- 
sands of dollars.

McRae, attorney, hopes to recover 
$900,000 for Fulton county under a 
proposal made to the county com- 
mission at a meeting last week, was 
revealed ‘Tuesday in a suit filed by 
McRae in Fulton superior court in 
the name of Mrs. Marjorie McRae, 
a taxpayer, against the Atlanta ‘Title 
and Trust Company. 

According to McRae’s petition to 
superior court, the Atlanta ‘Title and 
Trust Company is indebted to the 
county in the sum of 503,800 for 
examinations of records and abstracts 
and inspections of records. McRae 
alleges that it is the duty of the 
idefendant to pay $1.50 for the priv- 
,ilege of making each examination of 
record and abstract of result, and that 
the county is due $280,000 from this 
source for 187,200 examinations. Also, 
the attorney charges, the defendant 
is due the county $225,000 for 900,- 
0OO inspections of reeord at 25 ‘cents 
each. 

The suit alleges that the defendant 
had no special interest in the subject 
matter of the records inspected, ex- 
amined and abstracted, and that the 
defendant represented no one having 
a special interest in the subject mat- 
ter.

Trading was the 
swiftest seen since December, and-the 
ticker was delayed as much as half 
an hour for the first time this year. 
For the two and one-half hous session 
sales totaled 2,635,500 shares. The 
market closed at 12:30 p. m. in re- 
spect to the memory of ex-President 


Taft. 
Tax Date Nears. 

The approach of the midmonth tax 
settlement date and continued uneasi- 
ness in some quarters lest the market 
has more than discounted the improve- 
ment in industry contributed largely 
to the selling. Tax settlement dates 
are likely to cause firm monetary 
conditions, and normally are preceded 
by a moderate amount of liquidation. 
Furthermore, about $80,000,000 worth 
of new securities come due for pay- 
ment this week. Call money was 
firmer, renewing at 4 per cent and 
failing to recede to 3 1-2 as it did 
yesterday. Interior banks were said 
to be drawing on balances at this 
center. 

The consolidated statement of the 
weekly reporting federal reserve mem- 
ber banks showed the first substantial 
increase in loans on securities this 
year, amounting to $96,000,000, ap- 
proximately equivalent to the gain of 
$94,000,000 in brokers’ loans reported

The principal cause of the upturn was 
the large increase in world consumption for 
the past six months as reported by the In- 
ternational Federation ef Spinners and in- 
creasing volume of buying by European and 
Japanese spinners. A study of the figures 
issued by the Cotton Textile Inatitate indi- 
cates domesfic mills have improved their 
position some since January, though sales 
are still running behind production. The 
International Federation of Spinners reports 
world consumption of all kinds of cotton 
of 13.202.000 bales for the past six months, 
compared with 12.868. for corresponding 
period in the previous six months.

Bad debts may be deducted from 
gross income in computing net in- 
come only for the year in which they 
are ascertained to be worthless and 
charged off the books of the taxpay- 
er. The taxpayer should attach to 
his return a statement showing the 
propriety of any deductions claime:| 
for bad debts. Where the surround- 
ing circumstances show that a debt 
is worthless and uncollectible, and 
that legal action, in all r eanggr tf 
would not avail, proof of these facts 
is sufficient of their worthlessness. 

Unpaid loans made to relatives or 
friends with little or no expectation 
of their return are not Weductible, 
but are regarded as gifts. If a debt 
is forgiven, it cannot be claimed. 

A valid debt proved to be worth- 
less is not always a proper deduc- 
tion. For example, unpaid amounts 
representing wages, salaries, or ren- 
tals, or similar items of taxable in- 
come, are not allowed as deductions 
unless included in the creditor’s re- 
turn for the year or in the previous 
year. ? The fact that expected in- 
come was not received does not de- 
crease the amount of taxable income.

Fox disputed their claim, charging 
that the trusteeship had been vio- 
lated, and since he was listed in the 
Fox companies records as the holder 
of record of the stock he was allowed 
to vote it. 

The suit is similar to the state su- 
preme court action decided last Wed- 
nesday, the day of the stockholders’ 
meeting, in favor of Mr. Otterson and 
Mr, Stuart. In that action Justice 
Aaron J. Levy held that the trustee- 
ship was valid by law and that the 
stock was being held in escrow by the 
Bankers Trust Company.

NEW PRODUCE MARKET 
CREATES ENTHUSIASM 


Farmers in the vicinity of Atlanta 
and the housewives of the city are 
enthusiastic over the possibilities of a 
new produce market which will be 
built for this community by Sears, 
Roebuck & Company at the junction 
of Ponce de Leon avenue and Glen 
Iris drive. 

The market building will be a com- 
pact sanitary unit where the farmers 
may come daily and offer for sale 
fresh, home-raised fruits, vegetables 
and dairy products. The market will 
be under the supervision of a market 
master whose function it will be to 
see that both the farmer and_ the 
housewife may enjoy the fullest bene- 
fits of this method of distribution, 

“Everyone to whom we have men- 
tioned this plan has expressed hearty 
approval,’’ declares L. H. Beall, gen- 
eral manager of the Atlanta region) 
of the company. “We have sought 
the opinion of the county agents and 
farm leaders of the territory and they 
have been unanimous in their sup- 
port of the idea. The greatest advan- 
tage of the market will be to the 
farmers. Under our plan of opera- 
tion the participating farmers can, 
with very little effort and without in- 
terfering in any way with their pres- 
ent operations on their farm, add to 
their present annual income from $200 
to $500.
